BRITISH STRIKE THREE. 
BG BLOWS 


CAPTURE 9,000 PRISONERS AND 
INFLICT 40,000 CASUALTIES; IN 
LAST ADVANCE HUN REGI- 
MENT BECAME PANIC 
STRICKEN. 


London, October 6.—Telegraphing 


today from the British headquarters 
in France, Reuter’s correspondent 
says: 

“The fruits of yesterday's victory 
have been held. No infantry counter- 
attacks occurred during the night-time 
demonstrating the German exhaustion 
due to the manner in which their big 
offensive was devastated yesterday, 
and our reception of the enemy's 
counter-attacks. 

_“Five of these counter-attacks were 
made against a short front to the 
north of the Ypres-Menin road, being 
broken up by artillery. Three were 
delivered against our new _ positions 
near Reutel. 

“Two of these were beaten back, 
but the third advanced in great 
strength late in the afternoon, bend- 
ing back our line slightly, necessitat- 
ing however, only a trifling modifica- 
tion of the front, which has absolutely 
no bearing on the general results at- 
tained. 


DRIVEN BACK THREE MILES. 


“Within a fortnight we have struck 
the enemy in Flanders three stagger- 
ing blows in a very vital spot, and 
beat him back reeking about three 
miles, mostly uphill. 

“We have taken about 9,000 prison- 
ers and inflicted casualties conserva- 
tively calculated at 40,000. 

“A notable feature of the fighting 
was the wonderful completeness of 
the arrangements for rapidly clear- 
ing the wounded. Despite the inclem- 
ent weather there, stretcher bearing 
was afield early in the afternoon, as 
far as the open field was concerned. 

“Among the haul of prisoners is a 
larger proportion of mere boys than 
in any previous battle. 

“One regiment from the Russian 
front caused a panic by shouting the 
English were on them and bolting.

CONSCRIPTION LIBERALS HAVE 
ARRANGED FOR CONVENTION 
OF THOSE WHO CANNOT 
FOLLOW LAURIER. 


Toronto, Oct. 5.—It became known 
today that a meeting of conscription- 
ist Liberals was held on the evening 
of September 24 to consider the poli- 
tical situation to decide on a course 
of action for those Liberals who can- 
not endorse the stand taken by the 
dresent leaders of the party on con- 
scription.

WAR PART NATION IS TAKING 
AT LAST BEING REALISED 
BY ALL. 


Ottawa, Oct. Gth.—Figures up to 
August 31, 1917, show that 431,455 
Canadians had enlisted in the Can- 


idian Expeditionary Force. Canada 
is represented on many fields. From 
nland transport workers, of whom 


one thousand are Canadians and who, 
amongst other things, help to take 
supply barges up the rivers of the 
sar East to aviators flying over the 
battle fronts, the North Sea and the 
Mediterranean, of whom upwards of 
1550 are Canadians, this country has 
contributed an important part of the 
Allied war efforts. 

As to the work woman is doing, it 
is interesting to note that 1801 Can- 
adian nurses have gone overseas in 
the Canadian Army Medical Corps ser- 
vice and 314 in Queen Alexandra's 
Imperial Military Nursing Service. 
This, of course, is apart from the enor- 
mous accomplishments of women's 
patriotic and social service societies 
all over the country. 

Canada’s strength as a belligerent 
nation is shown rather strikingly in 
the realm of finance. Whereas Great 
Britain has loaned millions to a num- 
ver of allied nations she has received 
from Canada $100,000,000 more than 
she has been asked to give. 

Canadians returning from abroad 
report a widespread recognition in 
other countries of Canada's import- 
ance and value to the allies as the 
final stages of the war seem to ap- 
proach.

LETTERS FROM THE 
_ FRONT 


Extracts from a letter recently re- 
ceived in the city: 

I went to see Col. Page yesterday. 
His battalion was within half-an- 
hour's walk from here, but he was 
very busy with his officers. I sent a 
note by his batman and he sent back 
to say he would very much like to see 
me and was pleased I had come but 


he really couldn’t get away just then 
as they had some very important busi- 
ness to attend to. He is having a 
very hard time. His battalion is in 
the toughest part of the line. I hard- 
ly expected to see him, but it was tuo 
good a chance to let slip by. I hear 
tonight that his battalion are going to 
be relieved for a while, so I shall not 
be able to see him again just yet. He 
is sure worshipped by his men, his 
batmag adores him and has_ been 
with him two years. I am glad to 
say we are having very nice weather, 
a bit*cold at nights. I only hope this 
war will come to an end before the 
winter sets in. I still believe it will, 
I don't think the Germans can stand 
another winter of it by what the 
prisoners tell us. They are in’ bad 
shape and they are losing a pile of 
men. The civilians in the towns are 
starving, and their soldiers are losing 
heart too, they know they can’t win 
and are just being led to slaughter. 
They say it is awful over in their 
lines, and are delighted to be taken 
prisoner. Several have come over 
and given themselves up, and say if 
someone would kill the Kaiser and 
the Crown Prince the war would soon 
end. They think someone will before 
long if he doesn't soon make peace. 
It would be a good riddance, but 
plain killing is too good for them, they 
should be made to suffer what others 
have suffered. It is awful, to see the 
way the pretty little towns and vil- 
lages are ruined. We are bDilleted in 
cellars gf what has been a_ lovely 
place, and every house almost is 
blown down. Hospitals and churches 
have gone the same way in some of 
the places. Five miles behind the 
lines there are still quite a few civil- 
jans and they stay there in their half 
ruined homes and even keep little 
shops going and seem quite indiffer- 
ent to the shells landing around them. 
Some are being killed occasionally, 
but the others won't leave their 
homes and are even rebuilding them. 
Yet they know at any moment a shell 
may come and blow them down again 
It is the only home they have got, and 
they hate to leave it, but it is a sad 
sight to see the poor old men _ and 
women tottering about, and the little 
kiddies. People in Canada who com- 
plain about hard times and in other 
countries where the war has not 
reached don’t know what war is.

Forms are Drafted.. Much.. After the 
Style of Ballot Paper; Employers 
Or Near Relatives May Act tor 

Man who Has Been Called. 


Ottawa, Sept. 25—Exemption from 
service under the Military Service 
Act, may be claimed on eight separ- 
ate grounds. The forms of applica- 
tion which will be available at post 
offices throughout the dominion in 
the course of a few days, make this 
clear. The grounds are: 


1. yimportance of continuing em- 
ployment in habitual occupation. 

2. Importance of continuing em- 
ployment as for which he is 
specially qualified. 

3. Impostance of continuing edu- 
cation or training. 

4. Serious hardship owing to ex- 
ceptional financial obligations. 

5. Serious hardship owing to ex. 
ceptional business obligations. 

6. Serious hardship owing 
ceptional domestic position. 

7. Wil-health or infirmity. 


8. Adherence to religious denom 
ination, of which the articles of faith 
forbid combatant service. 


The form is drafted much after the 
style of a ballot paper. The appli 
cant for exemption is required tc 
place a cross opposite the grounds o1 
which the claim is made. His case 
will then go to the local tribunal, ta 
which proof in support must be sub- 
mitted. 

Application for exemption may be 
made not only by the man himself but 
by his employer or a near relative. In 
Great Britain claims for exemption o1 
the ground of a man being indispens- 
able in his civil occupation are gener- 
ally: made by the employer who ap- 
peals to the tribunal on behalf of his 
men. It is felt that such a claim can 
best be made by the employer. In 
any event, a man claiming essential 
occupation would need to have the 
support of his employer to his claim. 
; The forms of military report are 
equally simple. ‘These will be usec 
by men who do not wish to claim ex- 
emption. They avoid the necessity 
of reporting in person until such time 
as the recruit is called up for service. 
The declaration reads: 

“T hereby report myself for military 
service. I will report myself for duty 
when called upon by notice to me at— 

Blanks follow for the name and ad- 
dress of the recruit his status wheth- 
er a bachelor or a widower, his pres- 
ant occupation and the name and ad- 
dress of his employer. 

Both classes of forms are now in 
the hands of the printer and will be 
distributed immediately they are 
available.

GRUSKING BLOW DEALT 
TURKS IN REGION 
OF BAGDAD 


ENEMY COMMANDER AND HIS 
STAFF CAPTURED. 


Booty Includes Number of Guns and 
Quantity of Ammunition. | 


London, Sept. 30.—A British official 
concerning the operations in Mesopo- 
tamia, announces the capture on Fri- 
day of Mush-Aldridge in the region of 
Bagdad. The British attacked the 
Turkish main position in the region 
of Ramads from the south, east and 
west, and continued the attack Satur- 
day, the enemy everywhere surren- 
dering. The capture by the British 
includes guns, ammunition, and sever- 
al thousands of prisoners, including 
Ahmed Bey and his staff. 

“The report of Major-General Fred- 
erick Maude, commander of the expe- 
dition, says: 

“After an advance Thursday night 
we attacked the enemy's advanced 
position at Mushaid, four miles east 
of Hamadie, early Friday morning. 
Mushaid ridge was occupied with 
little difficulty. A column continuing 
to advance, manoeuvred away from 
the river, attacking the Turk’s main 
position about. Ramadie from the 
south east. 


SEVERE BATTLE ENSUED. 

“A severe battle ensued lasting 
throughout Friday. By nightfall our 
troops had carried the inain positions 
and were encircling Ramadie from the 
east, southeast, and south at a dis- 
tance under two miles from the town. 
Our cavalry completed the land cor- 
don, while the Euphrates runs on the 
north side of the town. The enemy 
during the night attempted to break 
out westward, but was heuded back 
by our cavalry. 

“Our troops resumed the attack vig- 
orously Saturday at daybreak, with 
the result that at nine o’cock in the 
morning the enemy was surrendering 
every where, 


TURK COMMANDER TAKEN, 

Included in our capture are guns, 
arms, ammuniton, stores and equip- 
ment, and = also much other booty, 
several thousand = prisoners, Ahmed 
Bey, the Turkish commander and his 
staff. 

“The enemy were taken completely 
by surprise, and practically the whole 
garrison of Remadie fell into our 
hands. Our troops displayed great 
gallantry, determination and = endur- 
ance under the most difficult condi- 
tions.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, October 5.—British 
arms on Thursday achieved one of the 
greatest victories of the war in a tre- 
mendous_ assault begun at dawn 
against the German positions east 
and northeast of Ypres. Indeed, when 
the whole story of this battle has been 
told it may take its place as an une- 
qualled triumph of three years of con- 


flict, for each successive report from 
the seething cauldron along this front 
adds to the importance of the success 
recorded. 

From a point near the Ypres rail- 
way station on the north to the Ypres 
Menin highway on the south, the men 
of the British Empire have surged 
forward with irresistible force, which 
at some places carriedthem to a depth 
of 2,500 yards over still more of the

have responded so nobly to former German keystone positions in the Pas- 
appeals. schendaele-Gheluvelt ridge system of 


defenses. On the northern wing of 
the advance the British have reached 
Poelcapelle and Gravenstafel, and 
have overrun most of the Gravenstafel 
ridge, which juts out to the west from 
the Passchendaele-Gheluvelt. South 
of the Ypres-Roulers railway the 
troops are reported to be overlooking 
the eastern slopes of the main ridge, 
and in some places to have pushed on 
into the valley below. Not only have 
the British wrenched away many 
vital strongholds, but they have in- 
flicted almost unprecedented casual- 
ties on the enemy. 

As the attacking troops went out 
in quest of a great adventure over the 
mist-shrouded slopes their vast pro- 
tective artillery barrage caught in its 
merciless swirl large numbers of the 
enemy who by coincidence also had 
been massing for an early morning 
attack along a wide front extending 
from the neighborhood of ZonnebeR® 
to the Polygon wood. Some five div- 
isions of German troops were involved 
three of these having been rushed up 
in reserve to support their comrades 
in the front lings when the German 
attacks should begin. 

WALL OF BURSTING SHELLS. 

A solid wall of breaking shells 
ploughed through them in a hurricane 
ot death and they He in 
thousands amidst the devastation that 
the barrage left in its wake.

COUNTRYSIDE SHAKEN. 

The story of yesterday's fighting is 
that of perfect organization which 
worked with, clock-like precision. It 
was still dusk when the British began 
the steam roller advance, for low- 
hanging clouds blanketed the country 


and a light drizzle was falling. For 
days an intense bombardment had 
been maintained over the German 


front, but the artillery fire which 
opened as the great barrage dropped 
was appalling. Guns of all calibre, 
from enormous howitzers to light field 
guns, joined in tho infernal thunder 
which shook the countryside like an 
earthquake. Solid lines of vivid fire 
belched from the earth and from the 
murky sky above as the great shells 
and shrapnel burst along the German 
lines. The ruins of the little hamlets 
perched on the ridges stood out in 
ghostly silhouette against the flames 
and over the whole scene the clouds 
threw back a crimson glow.

Dr. Michael Clark has declined the 
invitation to stand for the constitu- 
ency of Haldimand, Ont., where Frank 
R. Lalor, M.P., offered to retire in 
his favor. The doctor states that he 
is going to stand to his guns in his 
own constituency of Red Deer and his 
battle cry will be, “Stand by the boys 
in the trenches.” 

Dr. Clark turned against his leader 
(Sir Wilfrid Laurier) because he cp- 
posed conscription. He turned against 
him because he forced a war time 
election, and tries to get into office 
with the aid of the enemy vote and 
what he himself called the “bloody 
key.” He turned against him _ be- 
cause he introduced the bi-lingual is- 
sue at a time when all our energies 
were required to fight the enemy at 
the gate. He turned against him be- 
cause in his opinion, he was disloyal 
to the best interests of Canada and 
the empire, and had descended to 
treacherous machine politios, and had 
joined hands with the most dangerous 
elements in all the provincial parlia- 
ments. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has done his 
best to discredit him. The Crossites 
at Winnipeg scoffed at and insulted 
him. Hon. Frank Oliver and_ his 
henchman, Senator zeter Talbot, 
came to Red Deer to crush the last 
spark of life out of him, if possible.

PARTY POLITICS. 


The curse of the system of party 
politics has been shown never more 
plainly than when the Liberal conven- 
tion turned down Dr. Clark, known 
throughout the whole dominion for his 
grit and backbone in cutting adrift 
from party to help with the more vig- 
orous prosecution of the war; for one 
W. Puffer, erstwhile provincial poli- 
tician and machine party man. One 
would think that the seriousness of 
this great war would have brought 
home to all the folly and the idea of 
the game of party polities. Politics 
has turned out to be too serious a mat- 
ter to be treated as an opportunity 
for a career and personal advance- 
ment. The government of a country 
should be carried on by the best 
brains of the nation; and differences 
of epinion should be helpful rather 
than hampering. A coalition of par- 
ties—the aim of a truly national gov- 


| ernment in the face of a foe—should 


| be the attitude for all time. There 
| are plenty of foes to be contended 
against besides hostile militarism; 
and to be continually working in the 
teeth of acrimonious opposition, sus- 
tained for the sake of opposition to, 
and in the hope of turning out the 
government, is unduly wearying and 
demoralising; and what is more can- 
not possibly lead to the best results. 
It was at the time of the formation of 
the union government in Great Britain 
during this war that Lord Crewe, 
spokesman for the government, stated 
that he quite understood that the as- 

istance was not given for their sake 
but for the country’s. Of course it 
should be always given for the coun- 
try, but some consideration is justly 
due those who have had the heavy 
burden of directing the policy of the 
country and if some help were afford- 
ed for their sake too it is only reas- 
onable. Such an_ idea is, of course, 
alien to the party system, yet the ani- 
mosity between the parties, though 
always claimed and maintained as 
having its injurious effect must he 
somewhat artificial. It is extraordin- 
ary that the only way to effectively 
disapprove of a government measure 
is to attack the proposal as a vicioug 
one and to call the government the 
worst of modern times and to state 
that it should be turned out immedi- 
ately. 

All the strong language is part of 
the game; it is called “an appeal to 
the constituencies.” It is understo:i 
to be exaggerated, and what more 
intelligent people would call idiotic, 
but it is meant for the more ignorant 
constituent. Such is the election prop- 
aganda that has emanated from a 
party source at Ottawa during the last 
few weeks. This behaviour is noth- 
ing more or less than “contempt of 
court,” and should be resented by an 
intelligent electorate. Political dis- 
cussion is unfortunately today treated 
as a variety of sport, instead of the 
serious matter that it really is. And 
after all what kind of people is it that 
these speeches influence? Only the 
wobblers. The steady voters go on 
as usual time after time. The elect- 
ion is determined by this small sway- 
ing body, whose votes can easily be 
caught, in the old days by bribery—in 
these days by “torrid atmosphere’— 
and so we have the swing of the pen- 
dulum, and the policy of “outs” versus 
“ins and the country never getting 
the benefit of more than half its 
brains, save amongst its permanent | 
officials, who thereby acquire an un- 
due amount of irresponsible, unin- 
tended, and unrecognised, though cer- 
tainly in some cases beneficent power. 
It is sometimes thought that demo- 
‘cratic government is necessarily of a 
party kind; but that is certainly not 
true of a healthy democracy but party 
politics seem a disease to which dem- 
ocracy is liable. Essentially, dem- 
ocracy is governed by free discussion, ; 
but free discussion is not synonymous 
with party discussion. On the con- 
trary party discussion is far from 
free,inasmuch as every party speaker 
must feel hampered to know that his 
slightest admission wiJl be seized | 
apon and exaggerated unfairly. Differ. | 
ences of opinion there are and ought ! 
to be, but these should be brought | 
forward and opposed to each other 
fairly and squarely in the hope that 
something better than either of the; 
opposing opinions wlil emerge out of | 
the discussion. Discussion, not con- | 
flict--discussion- with full persuasion | 
that everyone is trying to do the best 
he can and has no other motive—-re-! 
presents the right method managing a| 
great business. If the “emptiness” of 
‘party polities has not gone home to! 
the majority of people before this, it | 
is certain that it is being realised now. 
It is not now ‘too late” to cast it to‘ 
the winds and to work all together to} 
help to bring this awful war to an ear- 


ly close, but the patience of the public 
is becoming exhausted, and then woe 
betide the hidebound partisans who 
stand in the way, “For when the peo- 
ple speak loudly it is from being 
strongly possessed either by the God- 
head or the Demon; and he who can- 
not discover the true spirit from the 
false hath no ear for profitable com- 
munion.”

FRANCHISE ACT 
JUSTIFIED 


In exposing the traitorous activi- 
ties of naturalized Germans in the 
United States, President Wilson is 
justifying afresh the  disfranchise- 
ment clause of the War Time Election 
Act recenty passed at Ottawa.

BRITISH NAVY AWAITS DAWN 
OF “THE DAY.” 


Night after Night and Month after 
Month the Units of the Fleet 
Patrol the Coasts, Waiting for 

Enemy Ships to Put in an Appearance 


She was a torpedo boat destroyer 
—long, lean, low, and black. That is, 
black where the salt of the sea had 


paint a neutral color, or where patch- 
es of red rust did not show. Fairly 
battered by wind and weather, she 
was now getting a worse battering 
than ever, says Answers, London, in 
a- recent feature article on the Work 
of the British Navy. 

The elements strove to turn her 
back into harbors; mines and other 
submerged dangers sought to end her 
existence; but still she pressed on, 
carrying on her monotonous work, 
faithfully and well. 

On her byidge, clad in his oldest 
clothes hidden under a thick duffle 
suit, with an ear protecting hood— 
this, in turn, being hidden under an 
oilskin which utterly refused to keep 
out the wet any longer, because of 
its soddenness—was her command- 
ing officer, a mere boy lieutenant, not 
more than 25 years old. His second 
in command was a_ sub-lieutenant, 
who had as yet to make the acquaint- 
unce of a razor. 

At the wheel was the coxswain—a 
bearded, trustworthy, weather harden- 
ed petty officer. He knew his boat— 
knew her every whim and trick. Years 
of practice in the fat times of peace 
had taught him exactly what she 
might be expected to do under certain 
conditions, when she must be bullied 
and when persuaded. He had brought 
her from under the bows of big 
spreading cruisers, when their knife- 
like stems had threatened bisection; 
had slammed her under the lee of a 
water logged, wallowing oilship in 
the heart of a gale, and held her along 
side till the oilship’s crew could leap 
to the destroyer's deck and safety. 

Then also on the bridge was the 
signalman — a mighty man of know- 
ledge, specialized in his own particu- 
lar job, and taking tips from nobody. 
Never was a signal in that flotilla 
that he didn’t see and know the mean- 
ing of. The international code—that 
conversational medium between ships 
of all nationalities—was at his finger 
ends. 

Ondeck, each at his station, was the 
watch on duty. At gun and torpedo 
tube they clung and swung and 
crouched, each peering into the night. 
Every gun was loaded, the pressure of 
a trigger would belch forth death and 
steel. Ivery torpedo tube was swung 
outboard, and the torpedo heads peer- 
ed forth over the dark waters as in- 
tently as any of her crew. 


Like all other destroyers, she re- 
fused to ride the waves. Even at 
twenty knots an hour she sliced 
through them, so that her deck was 
eternally wet. Ever a few inches of 
sea water surged along them, swirl- 
ing and curling round the seamen's 
feet, and occasionally, when the de- 
stroyer bowed her proud head to the 
ocean, a waye bigger than the rest 
swept along, tearing at the lashings 
which secured fittings to their places, 
grabbing at knees and ankles, seek- 
ing to drag down to its ever hungry 
depths some sacrificial victim. At 
these times men passed the bight of 
a rope around their waists and the 
nearest solid thing, gun crews clung 
tenaciously to elevating and training 
wheels, tube crews hugged - their 
weapons with a closeness that was 
almost amorous. Then, as the dan- 
ger passed, a snigger of peering pas- 
sed after it. 

“Another milestone! 
ing ‘em up?” 

The gunner—a seasoned warrant 
officer who had worked his way up- 
ward from boyhood—passed along 
the decks as opportunity offered, 
clinging to a 38-inch thick grass haw- 
ser, stretched between bridge and af. 
ter gun support to act as a lifeline. 


His job was to keep an eye on ev- 
erything; to see that all was eter- 
nalHy ready in case of the need for 
sudden action. On him devoived the 
responsibility for opening fire as soon 
as any dark shadows came out of the 
surrounding blackness, for the rule 
of the night at sea in these strenuous 
limes is ‘“‘flre first, ask questions af 
terwards.” 

But often enough there is no need 
of afterwards to put queries. Also, 
by means of their own, fellow de- 
stroyers avert the possibility of being 
flred into by friends, so all is well in 
that direction. 

In the stokeholds, grimy men, clad 
in the blackest of attire, work in a 
dim atmosphere’ that occasionally 
glares redly as a furnace door is flung 
open, in order to feed an ever crying 
fire—for this is none of your oil boats 
who eat fuel through a tube and a 
disintegrating spray, but one of the 
older type, which burns black dia- 
monds, and whose every ounce of 
steam is the result of giant labors. 
And as they work they balance them- 
selves uncannily, for a chance roll 
might send a man reeling against the 
black boiler faces, and before he 
could actually realise what had hap- 
pened his arm might be half roasted. 
On the mess deck, battered down, 
and with the white painted walls 
exuding sweat in streams, the watch 
below make the best of their four 
hours off duty. Some are stretched 
along the lockers, trying to rest. 
They know they cannot sleep, and 
the work they put in as they try to 
keep their prone position, in spite of

e old, old sea and its ships, “Keep 
the Home Fires Burning’—this last 
with a touch of mockery at the ex- 
pense of the extinguished mess stove 
And then, as the newer things are 
exhausted, they fall back upon the 
favorite hymns, known and _ beloved 
of all sailor men. And, though the 
end of each verse may be punctuated 
by a hollow moan of the straining 
hull, as she surges amid the welter 
of waters, there is little or no irrev- 
erence. 

Night after night, month after 
month, destroyers patrol the coasts, 
waiting and watching for the enemy 
who may take it {nto his head to try 
a “hussar thrust”—a dashing raid up- 
on our defenses. Night after night 
they keep their vigil, without a light 
or sound or sight to break the monot- 
ony of the black, bleak hours. Then 
at last along there comes one mid- 
night the loom of a long low shape, 
like themselves—a shape which hur- 
ries and makes no signal. Follows, 
then, instant activity. Gun flashes 
tear the blackness to shreds, search- 
light beams stab and turn it to the | 
broadest day. And, if fate is kind, 
another enemy craft is removed from 
the list of its navy. 

For ourselves, a battered funnel, 
half-a-dozen holes on deck and bulk- 
head, three inches of print in the 
newspapers, and a couple of weeiks in 
dockyard hands, during which time 
the crew enjov once more “the bles- 
sings of the lend and the fruits of 
thier labor. ° 

Then—sea again! Patrol night af- 
ter night, watching and wanting for 
the dawning of “The Day,” praying 
that it may not long tarry. 


ALBERTA’S EXPORTS TO 
UNITED STATES 


HUGE INCREASE IN TRADE WITH 
SOUTHERN NEIGHBORS 


The report of the American Consul 
for the Calgary 


district, which com- 


prises that part of Alberta south of 
Edmonton of Lethbridge, 
shows that during the three months 
ending | June 30th value of the 


exports to the United States from this 
district amounted to  $1,029,650.15. 
This represents an increase of almost 
$800,000 over the corresponding per- 
jod of last year. The larger increase 
was shown in wheat, the figures being 
$527,827.34 as compared with $9,843.50 
in 1915. Oats increased from $923.10 
to $130,479.34. A remarkable increase 
was shown in hides, the figures this 
year being $105,780.21 as compared 
with $62,278.56 in the corresponding 
period of 1916. Between April 1st 
and June 30th the United States also 
received from this part of Alberta po- 
-atoes to the value of $40,814.24; the 
exports of this commodity during the 
‘corresponding period of last year were 
nil.

LIBERAL VIEW OF UNION 
GOVERNMENT 


(From the Manitoba Free Press, 
Liberal)). 


The cardinal mistake of the Liber- 
al leadership in the crisis of 1917, 
arose from a very defective diagnosis 
of the situation. The danger to the 
Liberal party was conceived as re- 
sulting from the manoeuvres of a 
hostile party which could be met and 


parried by tactical counter-strokes; 


whereas the actual fact was that the. 


Liberals were menaced by their re- 
luctance to adjust their policy to the 
vital necessities of the situation. The 
adoption of compulsion was not a 
party manoeuvre; it was a national 
necessity forced by the pressure of 
events upon a reluctant government. 
The movement for a national govern- 
ment had a like origin and a like just- 
{fication. Canada had reached the 
point where a national government 
had a likenoeysCvO Pfi.e,o0 g uz.d(b 
and compulsion were essential if the 
country was to meet the gruelling 
demands that were to be made upon 
its endurance in the last stage of the 
| war. Sir Robert Borden, charged 
'with the chief responsibility of car- 
rying on the administration of the 
country, came to see this. There fol- 
lowed his declaration in favor of com- 
pulsion and his proposal to the Lib- 
erals to join him in a National Gov- 
ernment. 

The Liberal leader and his imme- 
diate lieutenants saw in all this noth- 
ing but a clever stroke by an adver- 
sary to prevent if possible, the sweep- 
ing Liberal victory that they had _ be- 
lieved inevitable. They could not 
bring themselves to forego that party 
triumph with its gratifications and 
satisfactions. Moreover, they con- 
vinced themselyes that counter strat- 
egy which would defeat Sir Robert 
Borden’s manoeuvre, was not beyond 
their powers. Ail that was necessary 
to be done was to get Liberals of all 
classes and shades of opinion to agree 
to disagree upon what was to be re- 
garded as a non-essential, the secur- 
ing of troops by compulsion; but to 
be In entire agreement about the 
thing that really mattered; getting 
elected to Parliament so that, by com- 
bining forces they could turn out the 
Torics and bring in a Grit milennium. 

These tactics, applied for the te- 
mainder of the session, have already 
had certain consequences. They pre- 
vented the formation of a union gov- 
ernment, despite a considerable senti- 
ment honestly in favor of this devel- 
opment in the ranks of the Parlia- 
mentary party, and outside of Par- 
Hiament, a public opinion overwhelm- 
ingly favorable, and this condemned 
Parliament to deal on party lines with 
three difficult questions; the enfran- 
chisement of the soldiers, the dispos- 
ition of the Canadian Northern, and 
tne passing of the Franchise act; and 
involved the country in the dangers of 
a war time election. Whether they 
will, as planned, compel a general 
election on party lines remains to be 
seen. There is some reason to think 
that the leaders at Ottawa, respons- 
ible for this strategy, are not quite 
so sure now as they were some 
months ago that it will yield the re- 
sults for which it was planned. 


Parliament is supposed -to be the 
agency by which the people give 
effect to their desires; but Parlia- 
ment, during the past session, has 
not discharged this function. The 
people wanted less -politics; Parlia- 
ment gave them more. The people 
wanted union; Parliament sedulously 
encouraged disunion. It became evi- 
dent some time ago that whilé Par- 
liament was in session no headway 
could be made with the movement 
looking toward the formation of. a 
National Government. Fortunately 
the session is at an end; and the 
troublemakers must go out from the 
caucus rooms and = corridors where 
they encouraged one another in their 
perversity to face an informed pub- 
lic. Sir Robert Borden has, within 
the past few days, reaffirmed his in- 
tention of forming a union govern- 
ment; and with Parliament off his 
hands there is good reason to believe 
that he will succeed. His success in 
this respect would mark the complete 
ruin of the elaborate scheme of cam- 
paign mapped out by the strategists 
who decided, months ago, that a devel- 
opment of this nature was not in their 
interests, because there is nothing 
more certain than that, if a real union 
zsovernment is formed it will be sup- 
ported by a great majority of the 
electors of Canada.
